Irish Regulars Win 
48 Hour Battle. |

DUBLIN, June 30.—The rebel garri- 
son in the Four Courts surrendered to 
the Free State forces at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon, after a day of vigorous 
fighting, culminating in a series of ter- 
rific explosions which shook the city 
of Dublin. 

Rory ’Connor, Liam Mellowes, and 
other irregular officers and 130 men 
were taken prisoners, and, after being 
disarme@ and searched, were led to 
Mountjoy jail. 

Following the most severe of the 
explosions, that at 12:30 o’clock, thirty 
dead and wounded were ‘hen from. 
the building. 

The explosions, which are suppose$ 
to have been caused by mines set by 
the reltiels, set the historic building 
afire, and at a late hour tonight it was 
feared that it would collapse.

Judge Approves Verdict. 
“This is a case in which you might 
easily have brought in a déath ver- 


rather approve of your verdict. This 
was a cruel, dastardly murder and 
for years the defendant has beaten 
his wife. As I said before you might 
well have brought in the extreme pen- 
alty, but there are certain elements 
which make it better that you did not. 

“It was practigally on the testimony 
of these two children that you con- 
victed Condon and it. is probably bet- 
ter that in days to come they don’t 
have to think. that they caused their 
father to be hanged. You have acted 
wisely and I am going to sustain your 
“In this case you gentlemen have 
seen the obstacles under which the 
prosecution myst work. There have 
been powerful influences working in it 
right along. You had the spectacle 
of a deputy sheriff perjuring himseif 
and a policeman was ready to Mike the 
stand this’ morning and perjure him- 
self. Thanks to the vigilance of Mr.

BERLIN, June 30>+~At least five 
French soldiers and eighteen Germans, 
including members of the voluntary 
self defense corps, one woman, and two 
children were killed and twenty wound. 
ed as a result of fighting in Upper S8i- 
lesia. Shootings continue all along the 
new frontier dividing German ang Pol- 
ish Upper Silesia. 

"The Germans allege that Polish 
bands attacked the town of Hinden- 
burg. A German company resisted the 
attackers, whereupon French regulars 
surrounded the Germans. A battle fol- 
lowed. Fresh groups of German vol- 
unteers tried to break through the 
French circle, resulting in street fight- 
ing. When Germans began firing from 
windows the French mounted machine 
guns in the public square and swept 
the main street with bullets.

JEWELL DEFIES U. S, 
TRIBUNAL, HOOPER SAYS 


“So far as Mr. Jewell is con- 
cerned, let his blood be on his own 
head. Mr. Jewell has flouted a g 
ernment' tribunal charged with 
duty and responsibility to investi- 
gate this matter, not only in the in- 
terests of his own organizations and 
the interests of the carriers, the 
railway transportation of this coun- 
try. He has shouldered the re- 
sponsibility of his own volition, and 
the board desires to pursue the mat-

Taken on U. S. Liner, Said 
to Adiit He “Knew.” 


New York, June 30.—[Special.}— 
Department of justice agents went 
aboard the United States line steamer 


President Taft at Hoboken today and 
questioned Max Siebert Petersen, a 
young Prussian stowaway, who was 
quoted by passengers as saying he be- 
longed to the Ehrhardt “ organization 
council,” members of which have been 
accused of the assassination of Dr. 
Walter Rathenau. 

Petersen, it was said, declared he 
“knew all about” the plot to kill the 
German foreign minister, but pro- 
fessed not to have been implicated in 
the actual murder. ie 

Petersen secreted himself on the 
President Taft at Bremen the day be- 
fore Dr. Rathenau was shot down. He 
and Hans Niebuhr, another stowaway, 
were discovered a day out in No. 1 
hatch. io messages from Berlin 
asking that a search be made for pos- 
sible participants in the crime led to 
finding them. 

Well Educated. 

Saying he was blacklisted by the 
Ebert government, Petersen declared 
he, left: before the assassination “to 
avoid the consequences.” 

Petersen told immigration officials 
his life would not be spared if he were 
deported. He made no effort, it was 
said, to conceal his monarclitistic lean- 
ings, and spoke in derision of the pree 
ent régime in Germany. 

Petersen, who is 28 years old, was 
well groomed and give evidences of 
high breeding and good education. He 
speaks English fluently. He will be 
further questioned tomorrow.

The American favor- , 
ite has been ohicken pie, but try this: | j 
Take one and a half pounds of 
stewing meat—lamb and pork mixed— 
and stew gently with three onions 
sliced, one carrot sliced or grated, a 
green or preferably a red sweet pep- 
per cut fine, a stalk of celery cut fine, | 
and four medium potatoes cut in. | 
blocks, When this has been cooked an | 
hour, drain off liquid, and to two cups, | 
which there should be if there wer: 
three at the start, allow three ample 
tablespoons of flour. Cook together 
until thick, then put back over strained 
part and cook ‘all for a few minutes. 
It is best that the meat be shredded 
and all bones removed. 
Take an earthen, pudding dish eight | 
and one-half inches across the top anda’ 
line it with a crust. For enough crust 
to line dish and make a top take two 
cups of flour, one-half cup of shorten- 
ing, two teaspoons of baking powde.- 
sifted with flour, and a little ice wate: 
to mix. After the shortening has been 
cut into flour, make a little well in| 
the middle of the mixture, pour in the 
water and then mix from within out, 
taking up all the fat and flour until 
you get a mixture stiff enough to 
knead. Perhaps you can use as little 
as four tablespoons. Put on ice for 
fifteen minutes. Use two-thirds for 
bottom crust. Cut holes in top crust, 
wet with cold water, and press on to
